J. 8. Graves of Graves and Lindsay’s 
land office, has 100 acres of magnificent 
fall wheet just being cut. In one see- 
tion of the field an excavation had been 
made for a well and the blue clay from 
ten feet below the surface was scattered 
over the adjacent land. (n this soil 
a large field which was sowed too hick 
grown, which are a great surprise to all 
who have seen them. “This shows,” said 
Mr. Graves “that clay soil is wheat soil 
and that the land i¢ inexhaustible if 
proper care is taken of it.”

Other Record Fieids. 

“Doc” Maclean, who owns the Cali- 
fornia farm at Rocky Ridge has a 480 
acre field. On this land @ single grain 
grew 106 stalks of wheat of which each 
one was well headed out. Wm. Taylor 
has a splendid crop. Dr, MeMillan has 
350 acres of grain all cut and standing 
in stooks in the field. Mr. Johnson has 
a large field which was owed too thick 
and the heads are small. An examination 
of the wheat in the various fields shows 
a remarkable difference in this respect 
and represents the difference between 
good and poor farming. 

Spring Wheat Stands High. 

Scores of farmers in the district have 
hundreds of acres of spring wheat. That 
which is on summer fallow and on good 
soil could not look better. D. C. Hobbs 
has a splendid field of 400 acres, tall and 
clean. J, 8. Graves has 00 acres, E. R. 
Chugg 06 acres, James Brown 480 acres, 
J. MeInnes 400 act . Ellis 400 acres, 
Walter Morris 320 acres and John G, 
Vosbourgh’s farm as a sample of what 
taken a car-load of sheaves from Mr.

On this 
caleulation present indications are that 
Granum will haveewell op to 500,000 
bushels of wheat for shipment this sea 
son, The Alberta Red is expected to 
grade very high while the standard of 
the spring wheat remains to be seen, 

: The Oat Crop. 

The oat crop does not enter much into 
the estimates in a wheat district such 
as Granum, Some pitiable fields were 
seen that cannot be harvested at all and 
on the other hand some very good fields 
are scattered through the country. The 
oat crop in this district may be likened 
to a general purpose horse in a racing 
stable. It cannot be dispensed with but 
it is not the money getter. There will 
only be @ fair crop of oats this year.

DR. HENRY T. HIND DEAD, 
Prominent Teacher, Writer and Ex 
plorer Passes Away, 


Halifax, Aug, 16.—Dr. Henry Toul 
Hind, direeter ot the Chureh of KE u 
and Schoo! tor Girls at Windsor, N.S. 
fied yesterday morning, aged eighty- 
ive years, Dr, Hind had a distin 
tished career aa teacher, writer, ye.- 
Ogist, explorer, geogi apher and 4ei 
ist.
